The great major- 
ity of persons present expressed 
the opinion by a show of hands, 
that if possible, the route should 
pass within approxixmately one 
mile of Porterville’s Main gtreet, 
or in the vicinity of Indiana 
street. 

The public meeting was called 
by the Porterville chamber of 
commerce to present information 
that has been gathered by the 
chamber road committee from a 
number of sources concerning 
possible plans for relocation of 
highway 65. Road committee 
representatives stated that ap- 
parent leaning of state engineers 
is toward the route along the 
western edge of the city. 

As pointed out at the Tues- 
day meeting, the new highway 
65 will probably be a limited ac- 
cess highway, meaning that the 
state will buy up access rights 
along the highway, making bus-

In addition, cotton men are 
reminded that March 25, 1948, 
is the deadline for filing applica- 
tion for cost of production cot- 
ton insurance in Tulare county 
and are urged to personally con- 
tact crop insurance corporation 
representatives, Ralph Jones of 
Porterville, or Percy Thornbury 
for information on cotton crop 
insurance. 

Concerning the corporation 
policy on cotton losses due to wa- 
ter failure, the following infor- 
mation is presented: 

1. Thorough pre-irrigation is 
a basic requirement. ‘ 

2. The contract covers losses 
due to failure of the water sup- 
ply from natural causes that can- 
not be prevented by the insured.

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COOPERATION 
IS URGED ON 
POWER USES 


A request that farmers and 
city dwellers of the southeastern 
Tulare county area cooperate in- 
economizing on power uses is be- 
ing voiced this week by civic 
groups, farm groups and power 
company officials, 

Specific practices that will as- 
sist in the saving of power are 
to reduce loads between the 
hours of 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon and 8 o’clogk in the eve- 
ning; to irrigate as much as 
possible during night hours and, 
as far as city business men are 
concerned, black out night store 
lighting. 

Under orders issued by the 
California Public Utilities com- 
mission, a 10 per cent cut in ov- 
erall state power use must be 
made. 

As the southeastern Tulare 
county situation shapes up at 
present, it is not likely that 
switches will be pulled nor cer- 
tain periods set aside when 
pumps will be shut down, pro- 
vided the voluntary cooperation 
in power conservation brings re- 
sults. , 

In other areas of the valley, a 
rotation system, calling for com- 
pulsory and voluntary power 
shutdowns is being considered,

To Freight Rate, Price Spread Problems

I. base having a vacancy in 
his MOS. 

A veteran has opportunity of 
enlisting in grades based upon 
his former . specialty (Mos.), 
length of service, and grade re- 
quired. 

Vetcrans with overseas ex 
perience since September 1945, 
may enlist directly in any of 
the following ground fore: units 
in the United States and be 
guaranteed three years of ser- 
vice in that organization, usually 
at a specified location:

TURN UNDER 
COVER CROPS 


Cover crops which are still - 
standing in citrus and olive or- 
chards should be turned. under 
as soon as possible says Assis- 
tant Farm Advisor Clem Meith. 
There are two good reasons for 
turning a clover crop under as 
early as possible this year. First, 
the cover crop is using valuable 
water and second, after a cover 
crop ‘is turned under this year, 
it wil] decompose slowly 
due to rather dry soil conditions. 
Slow decomposition of a trashy 
cover crop will not only make 
many orchard operations diffi- 
cult but may also hurt fruit set 
if delayed too long.

Pasture Irrigation 
Subject Of Local 
Extension Meetings 


Information designed to assist 
farmers in obtaining the highest 
carrying capacity on their pas- 
tures and to make the best use 
of their irrigation water will be 
presented at a series of agricul- 
tural extension service meetings 
to be conducted throughout the 
county by Ralph L. Worrell, as- 
sistant Tulare county farm ad- 
visor. 

The Stanley Knight ranch in 
the Tipton district, one-half mile 
east of Highway 99 on the Wood- 
ville road, will be the scene of 
such a meeting on Wednesday, 
March 17 at 1:30 p. m. and on 
Thursday, meetings will be held 
at the Ray Stevens ranch on 
Rockford road, two and three 
quarter miles north of Olive av- 
enue at 10 a.m. and the De 
Paoli Bros, ranch, one mile west 
of Porterville on Olive avenue 
at 1:30 p. m. 

Mr. Worrell points out that 
cattlemen and other livestock 
producers are ‘worried over the 
feed situation and the outlook 
for the rest of the year. In ad- 
dition there is the drought situ- 
ation, the outlook for  curtail- 
ment of power and a considerable 
acreage of alfalfa and irrigated 
pasture being replaced by cotton. 

“This makes it essential for 
every livestock producer to ob- 
tain every pound of feed possible 
from his permanent irrigated 
pasture,’ states Mr. Worrell. 
“Every acre must be made to 
produce the maximum amount of 
forage. At the same time, the 
most efficient use must be made 
of the available water.”

Terra Bella 
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Household Hints 


A quart berry basket will hold 
a dozen eggs, yet takes up very 
little space in your refrigerator. 

To remove yellow stains caus- 
ed by water dripping on porce- 
lain basins, moisten pulverized 
chalk with ammonia and apply 
to the stain with a stiff brush. 

To keep tiny cracks from ap- 
pearing in earthenware teapots, 
pie dishes and pudding basins, 
place them, when new, in a pan 
of cold water, bring the water 
slowly to a boil and let boil for 
a minute or two. 

To keep hot water bottles from 
hardening when they are stored 
away, treat them with a solution 
of weak soda water. First fill the 
bottle with the solution and 
shake well. Empty, and dip the 
bottle into the soda water. Dry 
thoroughly before wrapping and 
storing. 

To clean dirty floor brushes, 
rinse in a tepid soapy lather to 
which a generous amount of 
salt has been added. Afterwards, 
rinse in clear, tepid water and 
dry in the open air. 

When covering a table with 
oilcloth, first pad the top of the 
table with several layers of 
newspapers. The oil cloth will 
wear much longer than it will 
without padding. 

Tiled floors may be cleaned 
by scrubbing with a stiff brush 
dipped in soda water. After rins- 
ing, polish as you would lino- 
leum. 


Irrigation System 
Needs Planning 


Livestock producers who are 
Planning to plant permanent 
pasture should plan their irriga- 
tion layout very carefully, as- 
serts Ralph L. Worrell, Tulare 
county assistant advisor. 

Irrigation is always the most 
expensive factor ‘in growing a 
Pasture. This year, especially, 
it is vitally important to plan 
the irrigation system so as to 
maké the most efficient use of 
water. 

Pastures should be irrigated 
frequently but lightly. Gener- 
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ally, any water which penetrates 
below two feet in the soil is lost 
for feed production. Width and 
length of irrigation checks vary 
with the type of soil. For maxi- 
mum conservation of water, 
checks on sandy loam soil should 
not be over 12 feet wide and 400 
feet long. On heavy soil the 
ehecks can be inceased to 15 
feet wide and 600 feet long.

It may be a long time before 
any modified virus vaccine is 
commercially available to poul- 
trymen to combat Newcastle Dis- 
ease or pneumoencephalitis, ac- 
cording to W. F. Rooney, assist- 
ant farm advisor. 

Poultrymen who wish to pro- 
tect their birds against this dis- 
ease can use the formalin killed 
vaccine now available. Although 
not giving complete immunity, 
it has proved quite effective in 
field trials if used before an out- 
break of the disease. More infor- 
mation of this vaccine may be 
obtained from the farm advisor’s 
office, post office building, Vi- 
salia.

A new ‘“‘crop’’—a crop of win- 
ter sports enthusiasts, is being 
developed by the Claude Rouch 
family of Springville, operators 
of the Rouch lumber mill and 
owners of a section of mountain 
land on the north slope of Jor- 
dan peak.

Possibilities exist for the con- 
struction of a 7,000 foot chair 
lift to the top of Jordan peak 
which would make available one 
of the greatest vertical drops in 
the United States — 2,350 feet 
from the top of the 7,000-foot 
lift.

iness buildings, possible only at 
intersecting highways, not on 
the main route. 

Grade separations, where traf- 
fic is heavy, and traffic lights at 
other intersections, will be utiliz- 
ed on the new highway. Local 
civic groups are giving careful 
attention to problems that will 
arise in connection with roads 
serving the community that cross 
the new highway 65, regardless 
of where it is finally located. 

It was emphasized at the Tues- 
day meeting that a definite route 
for highway 65 has not been de- 
termined, that only ‘‘areas” are 
under consideration. It was also 
pointed out that it is likely that 
the new route will run between 
existing roads through populated 
areag. 

The statement was also made 
that thinking of state engineers 
seems to be along lines of provid- 
ing a highway to handle fast, 
through traffic and truck traf- 
fic, yet at the same time provi- 
ding a road that will serve the 
communities along the highway 
route. 

Traffic surveys show a mark- 
ed increase in travel, both car 
and truck, along the new Ducor 
cutoff. It is anticipated by state 
engineers that even greater de- 
mands will be placed on highway 
65 as it is improved. 

Although there has been no 
definite commitment, it is prob- 
able that first section of the 
highway to be improved and re- 
routed will be from Ducor, north 
to the vicinity of Strathmore and 
Lindsay. 


VEGETABLES BEING

About 65 acres of tomatoes 
are now under cultivation in the 
area _ surrounding Porterville, 
with additional plantings going 
in, according to Gordon Swang, 
agricultural inspector.

Reservation Site

Application for an _ official 
marker was made through the.

Also approved for a marker 
was the site of the Kaweah post- 
office. 

Other historical sttes in this 
district under consideration for 
markers include the site of the 
first orange tree in Tulare coun- 
ty, planted on what is now the 
Prestage estate in the Plano dis- 
trict, the Tule River sta- 
tion that was just north of Por- 
terville near the junction of 65 
highway and Sunnyside avenue; 
the old town of Tailholt; the 
White river stage station and the 
Fountain Springs stage station.

THE FARM 


Agricultural 
Labor Bureau 
State Policies 


Operating policies designed to 
meet San Joaquin Valley Far- 
mers’ post war needs for agricul- 
tural labor were adopted by the 
board of directors and the ad- 
visory committee members of the 
Agrgicultural Labor bureau this 
week. Bureau policies on pro- 
curement and placement of agri- 
cultural labor in the San Joa- 
quin valley, the conducting of 
its wage meetings, its public re- 
lations policies, legislative ac- 
tivies and organization plans 
were reviewed. 

The bureau favored the incor- 
poration of proper safeguards 
that will discourage the impor- 
tation of foreign labor when ade- 
quate supplies of domestic labor 
exist in seeking the estiblish- 
ment of a permanent plan of im- 
porting foreign workers to sup- 
plement domestic labor supply. 

The bureau directors and the 
advisory committee members al- 
so favored an organized plan of 
rotating domestic workers among 
producing areas to the end that 


- supply of labor will be more ef- 


fectively protected and labor 


more seriously affected by the 
high winter temperatures will 
shed the blossom buds before 
they open. Investigators who 
have worked on this phenomenon 
of tree behavior have found that 
high daily temperatures and dir- 
ect sunlight are the two factors 
which are apt to make the con- 
dition worse. 

On clear winter days a fruit 
bud or twig is very often heated 
to 20 degrees above air tem- 
perature. This warming during 
the day tends to nullify the chil- 
ling effects of low night tem- 
peratures. 


“The variety most adversley 
affected this year is the Beauty 
plum. However, the Climax and 
Burbank variety may also be 
affected. The Santa. Rosa var- 
iety is less likly to be affected,” 
said Mr. Rizzi. 


In many cases it is possible 
to see the effects of partial shad- 
ing this year. The lower twigs on 
fruit trees. have a heavier bloom 
than the twigs on their tips and 
trees located on the north side 
of tall buildings or shade trees 
also have a much heavier bloom. 

Just how much effect this 
will have on the total fruit crop 
cannot be predicted at the pre- 
sent time. The last year that a 
similiar condition occurred was 
in 1986 when winter tempera- 
tures during 1935-36 were also 
high.

Grain Decline 
Not Reflected 
In Feed Prices 


The drop in the grain market 
that has occurred since February 
1 has had only a slight effect 
on the cost of concentrates fed 
by local dairymen, reports C, L. 
Pelissier, Assistant Farm Advi- 
sor. The reason for this is sim- 
ple - very little grain is being 
used in concentrate mixtures. 
For many months the high price 


of feed grains such as barley,. 


corn, wheat, oats, and rye has 


more efficiently utilized and 
more fully employed. 

Enlarged grower membership 
in the bureau, the extension of 
wage hearings to all commodity 
groups in the San Joaquin val- 
ley and the collection of data 
relative to farm income and 
wage costs to be presented at 
wage hearings were some of the 
other points covered in the meet- 
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prohibited their use for dairy 
cattle feeding. Even with the re- 
cent drop, grain prices are still 
too high for extensive utiliza- 
tion. 

Dairymen have been relying 
on cheaper by-product feeds such 
as beet pulp, orange pulp and 
mill feeds. The recent disappear- 
ance of beet and the short supply 
of orange pulp means that the 
actual cost of home-mixed dairy 
feeds has gone up instead of 
down.
